Dewey Takes No Foolishness. 

Manila, July 9, via Hong Kong, July 14.— The insurgents on Wed- 
nesday, July 6, reported that the German ship Irene, in Subig Bay. re- 
fused to permit them to attack the Spaniards on Grande Island, Rear 
Admiral Dewey promptly dispatched the Raleigh and Concord to inves- 
tigate the matter. On entering the Subig Bay the Raleigh opened fire 
on the forts, whereupon the Irene slipped her cable and steamed out by 
the other channel. 

The result of the fire of the American warsbip was that the Span- 
ards, numbering over 500 men, surrendered everything. 

On returning to Manila the Irene explained that she bad interfered 
"in the cause of humanity," and offered to hand over to the Americans 
the refugees she had on board. Admiral Dewey, however, declined to 
accept them.

USEFUL DISCOVERIES. 

Important Part Electricity Has Played 
la This Line. 

One of the most fortunate discov- 
erers in the realm of eleetrochemics, 
whose results ure peculiarly adapted 
to rouse interest in vide circles, is 
Henry Moissan, of Taris. With the 
force of the current he conquered 
fluorin, which most stubbornly of all 
the elements has resisted isolation, 
and presented it, free of all combina- 
tions, to the eye of the investigator — 
the first time it ever was seen in a 
free state. In his electric oven he 
crystallized coal to diamonds, and 
gold, copper, and resisting graphite 
were neglected and melted down into 
the form of little scales. These and 
similar experiments give an impor- 
tant idea of the almost creative power 
that the strong current lends human- 
ity over material. 

Besides such new knowledge, elee- 
trochemics has ripened the promi- 
nent practical results and has placed 
others nearer attainment. The ex- 
traction of the far-famed aluminum 
from clay takes place almost imme- 
diately under the influence of the 
powerful current. In like manner 
soda is formed from kitchen salt 
almost without expense if you take 
into account the value of the impor- 
tant second product. Electricity has 
been used successfully also to purify 
streams and rivers and to free them 
effectively from the death germs most 
inimical to humanity, such us cholera, 
typhus, malaria, etc. — Franz Bendt, 
in Chautauquan.

to bills of lading, etc., Assistant 
Attorney General Boyd has held 
followes: 

"the law makes it the duty of 
every i tilroad and iteattfebfet comJ 
pany, carrier, express company or 
corporation, or person whose occu- 
pation it is to act as such, to issue 
to the shipper, consignor or his 
igcnts, or person from whom any 
oods are accepted for transporta- 
ion a bill of lading, manifest or 
ome other evidence of the receipt 
of goods, wares or merchandise 
received for carriage and transpor- 
tation, and this bill of lading, mani- 
fest or memorandum requires a 
revenue stamp of the value of one 
cant affixed to it and canceled. In 
case of failure to issue such bill of 
lading the law imposes a penalty of 
$50 upon the carrier guilty of such 
failure. 

The penalty for failure to so affix 
the stamp is not more than $100. 
The purpose of the law is clear. It 
as to tax the carrier and not the 
lipper, and these provisions un- 
doubtedly fix upon the express 
companies and other carriers the 
duty of providing, affixing and can- 
celing the stamp, and their failure 
to so provide, affix and cancel such 
itamps subjects them to the penal- 
ties provided by law. It is suggest- 
ed that some of these carriers are 
refusing to receive goods for ship- 
ment until the shipper pays the tax. 
While it is not my province to ad- 
vise as to the recourse which the 
ihipper may have in instances of 
his kind, yet I am sure that the 
aw* are ample to require public: 
carriers and express companies to 
receive g(X)ds tendered for shipment j 
suffer damages for such refusal. "
